Pantelleria, living with a noose 
around its neck since its refusal 
to surrender, put up a strong but 
futile fighter defense against the 
fnvasion spearheads. Of the 20 
German and Italian fighters aris- 
ing from the little island, 12 were 
shot down at a cost of one Allied 
plane.

Terrific Pounding. 

The terrific pounding of Pantel- 
leria, roughly midway beween 
Tunisia and Sicily, was illustrated 
vividly by aerial reconnaissance 
photos. One showed a five-mile- 
long pall of smoke and dust bian- 
keting the northern § shoreline 
which has been under almost 
ceaseless bombardment by Ameri- 
can airmen and British warships. 

Each day, and usually each 
night, this scene has been re-en- 
acted by what the Rome radio 
calls “forces of crushing superiori- 
ty”’"—an Axis phrase reminiscent 
of the days just before Italian and 


German land armies collapsed in 


Tunisia. 

Bomb-carrying American Light- 
nings participated in the Ameri- 
can bomber assault on Pantelleria. 
The Lightnings knocked: down 
five Messerschmitt 109s, while 
Lethan U. S. planes were credited 
with four Macchi-202s, two ME- 
109s and oné Focke-Wulf-190. 

The size of the bombing force 
was not disclosed. 

A Cairo communique said the 
Liberator attack on Catania, on 
the Sicilian east coast, and at Ger- 
13 miles inland, left “numer- 
ous large fires with columns of 
black smoke rising from them.” 

More than 250,000 pounds of de- 
molition, fragmentation, and fire 
bombs were dropped. 

Damage Described. 

“Bombs were seen to burst in 
hangars and administration build- 
ings and throughout dispersal 
areas at both airfields,” the com- 
munique said. “At least two dozen 
enemy aircraft were seen to be de- 
stroyed on the ground. Many 
others were damaged.” 

In combat the Americans shot 
down three planes, probably de- 
stroyed two others, and damaged 
more, without loss to them- 
selves. 

British Spitfires from Malta 
‘overed the attacks on Sicily, and 
RAF intruder forces also attacked 
railway communications in west- 
er. Sicily and southern Italy last 
night.

‘and stays till 6:30 p. m. He has 
an hour off for iunch, and two 
hours for resting in the afternoon, 


Handy Man. 


He keeps your room clean, airs 
the bedding, hangs out your 
clothes, and shines your shoes 
every day even if you haven't 
‘worn them since the last shining. 
'He dées your washing if you don’t 
want to send it to the laundry, and 
sews on your buttons. 

He is always within yelling dis- 
tance somewhere on the back 
porch, and he comes at call to get 
‘you some ice or find you some 
matches or anything you wish. 

He gets $12 a month salary, and 
‘each officer tips him 40 cents a 
week extra. The houseboy calls 
‘his officer “Master,” and some- 
times it is slurred so that it sounds 
‘just lke our old-time southern 
Negro “Massuh.” When our boy 
‘Jim first called us “Master” I 
thought he was talking to some- 
body else, and looked around to 
see who was in the room. 

Speak Native Tongue. 

The colored boys all speak a na- 

tive tongue, but they know enough 
English that you can talk easily 
with them. In that area there is a 
|whole vocabulary of pidgin Eng- 
| lish. 
For instance you never hear the 
‘word “tip.” The word is “dash.” 
|You “dash” your houseboy two 
shillings a week. A beggar never 
says ‘gimme.” He asks you to 
“dash” him a penny. A meal is 
“chopchop,” and vhen you’re tell- 
‘ing a boy to do something imme- 
diately or to hurry, you say “one- 
time.” 

Another favorite expression 1s 
“Who dat man?” It seems that 
the native soldiers call halt by yell- 
ing “Who dat man?” So the thing 
has become a byword with our 
troops. If somebody knocks at your 
door, you call “Who dat man?” If 
a sinister villain appears in the 
movie to do the heroine dirt, the 
soldier audience yells “Who dat 
man?” 

Mahogany Goods Cheapest. 

Around this special camp every- 
thing is made of riahogany. That 
doesn’t mean they’re squandering 
our taxes on foolish luxury; ma- 
hogany happens to be the cheapest 
;and most prolific wood in those 
|parts. 

The clothes closets, the chairs, 
‘the weather stripping, the window 
‘sills are all of mahogany. This 
precious wood forms the rough 
benches of the outdoor movie. The 
projection shack is made of ma- 
hogany, and so are the concrete 
forms for the new buildings. 

There is in fact so much manhnog- 
any everywhere that it almost 
ceases to be pretty, for after a 
while you just aren’t aware of it 
any more, 

A small proportion of officers 
and men—maybe tenth on the 
hottest days—wears khaki shorts 
in Central Africa, just as tropical 
Englishmen do in the movies. 

Mosquito Battling. 

At night you are required to put 
on long trousers, long-sleeved 
shirts, and the officers must wear 


‘ties. It is as much for safety 


against mosquitoes as for disci- 
pline. 

Also at night .nost people in 
camp wear mosquito boots—which 
are brown suede, sort of like cow- 
boy boots, nearly knee-high. In 
fact, they won't :et ‘you into the 
outdoor movie unless you've got 


;on your mosquito boots, 


The Army nurses have special 
boots which come clear above 
their knees. At least that’s what 
my investigating department re- 
ports. 


Oddly enough, you don’t see| 


much you just soak the tan off. 
Cigarets get damp down there, 
and don’t taste the same. And you 
have to put your extra envelopes 
in the closet near the electric light. 
Otherwise they seal themselves. 


That’s the reason I don’t write to. 
‘anybody: all my envelopes are |

The anti-strike bill, already passed by both 
house and senate in differing forms, won ap- 
proval this week of a senate-house conference 
committee. The revised measure given the com- 
mittee okay. must now go to both houses for 
their approval. There is a chance it will be 
passed and ready for the presidential signature 
before the end of the present truce in the 
coa! strike, which is set for June 20. 

The bill provides, among other things, that 
any person who instigates. aids or conspires lo 
bring about a strike in a war plant or mine 
taken over by the government may be fined 
and imprisoned. It also makes the War Labor 
Board a statutory body, with full jurisdiction 
over all war-plant labor and with power to 
enforce continuance of prevailing wages and 
conditions of work while it is deliberating for 
new contracts. It also forbids all strikes until 

fter approval by a majority of the workers 
involved, in truly secret balloting.

President Roosevelt, for the third time, has 
issued a solemn warning to the Axis powers 
that if they use gas as a weapon of war the 
United Nations are ready to retaliate and will 
not hesitate to do so. 

Prime Minister Winston Churchill of Britain 
has issued a similar warning. 

There have been reports of the uSe of gas, 
on a small scale, by the Japs in China and by 
the Germans in Russia. So far we have not 
paid any attention to these reports. 

There are, however, increasing 
coming out of Germany of preparations in that 
country for use of gas on a large scale. 

It is known that both this country and 
Britain are well prepared to use gas if driven 
to it by the enemy. So long as Germany and 
her co-criminals refrain from using gas, so 
will we. But we will not permit them to use 
this weapon without taking every possible ad- 
vantage of it ourselves. 

And it is certain‘that we are in position to 
use gas much more effectively than is Germany 
or Japan. Our experts of the chemical war- 
fare service are known to have developed gases 
far exceeding in lethal potency anything known 
in Germany. If gas is let loose in this war it is 
the armies and the civilian population of Ger- 
many itself which will be the chief sufferer. 

When, and if, the day comes that we are 
implacably paying back the people of Germany 
in the same coin they first used against us and 
our allies—as we are now paying them back 
for the air-bombing of cities and civilian popu- 
lations—let there be no weak protests by super- 
emotionalists among our own people. 

Let it always be remembered that the re- 
sponsibility for the use of gas as a weapon of 
war will rest only upon the shoulders of the 
war lords of Nazi Germany and of Shinto 
Japan.

Why the Axis censor® permitted a story | 
of the kind to clear is a bit puzzling, unless, 
as London observers have suggested, it may 
be a prelude to German and Italian plans for 
moving into Spain first. 

In that case the purpose of the stories would 
be to soften the Spanish people in preparation 
for a German-Italian invasion. If such a move 
is forthcoming Hitler would probably seek to 
justify it on the grounds that it was necessary 
for the Axis to set up air bases in the country 
ahead of us as a means of better protecting 
his European fortress. 

Generalissimo Franco, the Spanish dictator, is reported to have 
publicly stated that he would call on the other side for assistance 
if either the Axis or the Allies invade Spain. The Berlin-Rome 
stories might be designed to convince Franco that the Allies are 
up to evil business and therefore the Axis should not be hindered 
in trying to beat us to the draw. 

But whatever the purpose of the new Axis propaganda line, 
it is not to be written off that there is more truth in their predic- 
tions than they themselves believe. 

Spain long has been recognized by military strategists as the 
most inviting ground for Allied second-front operations of any 
spot in Europe. More particularly is this true since we cleared 
the Axis out of North Africa. 

In the British fortress of Gibral-

have a foothold on the Spanish peninsula. It should be a simple 
task to lay down a large force on Spanish soil. As a matter of fact, 
the bulk of the initial invading army we sent to Africa last No- 
vember cleared through Gibraltar. 

In view of the large concentration of Allied forces in North 
Africa in the vicinity of the Strait, there are reasons to believe 
the British and American high command is prepared for any even- 
tualities as regards Spain. If Hitler started across the Pyrenees 
from France we doubtless would move immediately in the other 
direction from Gibraltar. Somewhere in Spain the two armies 
would meet. 

Spain offers the best invasion point because of the little oppo- 
sition we would meet in laying down an army. It offers about 
the only territory in Europe within striking distance of Germany 
that has not been heavily fortified. What is left of the Spanish 
army is poorly equipped and in no condition to stand up against 
the modern weapons of the Allies. 

Franco's forces could only offer a token

resistance at best. We would have no dif- 


ficulty in thrusting them aside. Moreover, we could count on a 
certain co-operation from the Spanish people, who still are sorely 
divided on the issues of the civil war so recently ended. A large 
segment of the population would welcome an opportunity to throw 
off the present ruthless dictatorship. 

Since our purpose is to come to grips with the enemy wher- 
ever we can meet him on equal terms, there is no reason for us 
to be squeamish about attacking through Spain, if that seems to 
offer the best opportunities. Franco is more than an acknowledged 
Axis sympathizer; he is a silent partner of the Axis. 

The Spanish caudijlo owes his position entirely to Hitler and 
Mussolini. But for their intervention he never would have suc- 
ceeded in the revolution of a few years ago. The present Spanish 
regime has rightfully been called “appeasement’s child.” Without 
the hands-off policy pursued by Britain, the United States and 
France, the Axis-aided revolution never would have succeeded. 


RESOURCES DEPLETED Spain under Franco is not now 


actively associated with the Axis 
in the war for the reason that the country was bled too white 
by the civil war to engage in further military operations. Its 
resources have been too depleted. 

But no one doubts for a moment where Franco’s aid would go 
if his country were able. He is owned body and soul by the Axis 
dictators. All of his utterances and movements have been aimed 
in this direction. 

After the war we will probably have to clean up the Spanish 
mess along with Germany and Italy in order that Europe may be 
made a respectable place to live in. We might as well begin now 
while there is some military advantage to our efforts. 

Spain has been found to be a valuable in-

There are many kinds of mental quirks that bias judgment, but 
the most common is that of the perfectionist.

In his childhood he believed the world perfect. Everything 
seemed as it should be. When his eyes were opened and he became 
aware of faults and imperfections in everything he saw. he was 
disillusioned and disgusted and resentful. He became a cynic, a 
rebel and a critic. He developed the habit of looking for faults— 
and scorning everything that had imperfections. Nearly all bright 
youngsters pass through such a period 

But the perfectionist is one who didn’t outgrow it. He still 
looks for a spot on the apple and rejects the whole apple because 
of one spot. He will listen to a wise and eloquent sermon and 
remember only the one word that was mispronounced.

The anti-strike bill, already passed by both 
house and senate in differing forms, Won ap- 
proval this week of a senate-house conference 
committee. The revised measure given the com- 
mittee okay, must now go to both houses for 
their approval. There is a chance it will be 
passed and ready for the presidential signature 
before the end of the present truce in the 
coal strike, which is set for June 20. 

The bill provides, among other things, that 
any person who instigates. aids or conspires lo 
bring about a strike in a war plant or mine 
taken over by the government may be fined 
and imprisoned. It also makes the War Labor 
Board a statutory body, with full jurisdiction 
over all war-plant labor and with power to 
enforce continuance of prevailing wages and 
conditions of work while it is deliberating for 
new contracts. It also forbids all strikes until 
after approval by a majority of the workers 
involved, in truly secret balloting. 

There is no doubt in the mind of anyone 
that this bill is aimed primarily at John L. 
Lewis and the strikes he has called in the 
coal industry. It is doubtful, if he had not 
tossed down the gauntle. to governmental 
authority, as he has, if such a bill would have 
been seriously considered. 

This is not to say the provisions of the bill 
are unwise. To the contrary they appear 
highly desirable in time of war. But it 1s 
known that organized labor generally 1s op- 
posed to the bill and congress, as sensitive as 
a turtle without a shell to hints of disapprov- 
ing blocks of voters, was reluctant to even 
debate a bill so opposed. 

So, if the bill becomes law, as now appears 
probable, it will only be because Lewis, by his 
traitorou’ and outrageous attitude, has forced 
the hand of congress because of aroused public 
opinion. No matter whether their opposition 
to the bill is well founded or not, other organ- 
ized labor leaders know well that Lewis 1s 
primarily responsible for the Dill’s favorable 
position today.

Theirs the Responsibility 

President Roosevelt, for the third time, has 
issued a solemn warning to the Axis powers 
that if they use gas as a weapon of war the 
United Nations are ready to retaliate and will 
not hesitate to do so. 

Prime Minister Winston Churchill of Britain 
has issued a similar warning. 

There have been reports of the uSe of gas, 
on a small scale, by the Japs in China and by 
the Germans in Russia. So far we have not 
paid any attention to these reports. 

There are, however, increasing 
coming out of Germany of preparations in that 
country for use of gas on a large scale. 

It is known that both this country and 
Britain are well prepared to use gas if driven 
to it by the enemy. So long as Germany and 
her co-criminals refrain from using gas, so 
will we. But we will not permit them to use 
this weapon without taking every possible ad- 
vantage of it ourselves. 

And it is certain'that we are in position to 
use gas much more effectively than is Germany 
or Japan. Our experts of the chemical war- 
fare service are known to have developed gases 
far exceeding in lethal potency anything known 
in Germany. If gas is let loose in this war it is 
the armies and the civilian population of Ger- 
many itself which will be the chief sufferer. 

When, and if, the day comes that we are 
implacably paying back the people of Germany 
in the same coin they first used against us and 
our allies—as we are now paying them back 
for the air-bombing of cities and civilian popu- 
lations—let there be no weak protests by super- 
emotionalists among our own people. 

Let it always be remembered that the re- 
sponsibility for the use of gas as a weapon of 
war will rest only upon the shoulders of the 
war lords of Nazi Germany and of Shinto 
Japan.

LONG TIME NO SEE HAVANA, Cuba, June 9.—(By Mail) 

One of the first things I did on gete- 
ting to Havana was to telephone Conrad Massaguer, Cuba’s most 
distinguished caricaturist, and, for that matter, one of the world’s 
greatest. 

I had not seen him in six years. He is an expert on Andalusian 
dancing and the last time I saw him he was 
talking on that far into the night as we watched 
some dancers from Spain. 

This time we talked about the war. 
club where we saw the dancers is closed. 

“Don’t forget,” he said, “that Cuba is 
the war, too.” 

You don't forget that. It cost Cuba as much 
to go to war as anyone else in so far as the 
economy of the country is concerned. And 
Cuba is losing men, too. As I write, there is 
in the morning papers a story about the Ger- 
mans sinking a Cuban vessel with a loss of 
24 lives. 

You realize Cuba is in the war, too; when 
you get ready to leave for Cuba. A passport 
has to be had today.

You don’t leave 
the country without it. They also must have 
some of those pictures of you, four of them. 

Your own country takes a very close look at your baggage as you 
leave. It is not perfunctory. They really look. 

The Navy then has a little talk with you. If they like it, you 
have only a half dozen more persons, customs, immigration, and 
another naval officer to talk things over with you.

But Miami—it literally is the cross roads of the world. I! am 
quite serious when I say that the postwar world may see New York 
take second or third place as a port of entry and departure. 

The figures have been published before, but quite naturally the 
Miami papers were the only ones to give them the space they really 
should have had. 

The government announced some weeks ago that in the past 
year almost 54 per cent of all the people who left the United 
States, and this did not include the military, left from the port of 
Miami. Some of them left by ship. Most of them left by air. 

That means that Miami saw depart more people than left all 
other ports combined. It meant New York, Baltimore, San Fran- 
cisco, Boston and all other ports combined were not nearly up to 
Miami. 4 

That sort of thing may go on after the war. South America is 
sure to have a greater part in the development to come. And Miami 
is the port of entry and departure for all South American countries. 

So. in Miami at the Pan American office, you see them. They 
are going and coming to and from the islands and the nations south 
of us. There are babies, children, old women, old men, and young 
ones. They get into planes and they go. Soon they are there. 

In Miami’s Pan American office a charming young lady worked 
out my problem of travel with no passport but in its place a permit 
from the State Department. 1 had waited too late to apply for 
a passport to come to Cuba's second International Pan American 
Press Congress, with 21 South and Central American nations 
represented. 

When I gave Atlanta as my address she spoke up and said she 
was born in Atlanta and that her grandmother still lived in De- 
catur. Miss Jane Lambeth is the young lady’s name and her 
grandmother is Mrs. Joseph A. Stewart, of 305 East Ponce de Leon 
avenue. I promised to telephone and say that her granddaughter 
is well and happy when I return to Atlanta. This will be quicker. 


THE DOUGLAS PLANE $s! guess the Douglas DC-3 is the 


greatest airplane in the world of 
its type. The Army says so. You see them at all airports. At 
Miami a plane takes off or lands every two minutes of the 24 hours 
and you see the Douglas come and go. It is doing a ferry job 
and a freight job that will make amazing reading when the story 
can be told. 

The airlines gave up many of their planes to the government 
and they haven't any extra equipment. The Douglas DC-3 hasn't 
failed them. Pan American Airways has one plane which makes 
the Balboa run.

From Atlanta to Miami is four hours and ten minutes flying 
time. Add an hour and a half to that and it is.«six hours from 
Atlanta to Havana, flying the coastal route, and not direct

Most people, during their impressionable immaturity, develop 
or absorb ideas, tastes and standards which thereafter shape all! of 
their judgments. Their opinion of a statesman’s speech or a mule’s 
bray is determined not by what it is but rather by their preconceived 
notion of what it should be. 

There are many kinds of mental quirks that bias judgment, but 
the most common is that of the perfectionist. He judges everything 
by its imperfections. Asked his opinion of a new variety of rose, 
he will first look for thorns. 

In his childhood he believed the world perfect. Everything 
seemed as it should be. When his eyes were opened and he became 
aware of faults and imperfections in everything he saw. he was 
disillusioned and disgusted and resentful. He became a cynic. a 
rebel and a critic. He developed the habit of looking for faults— 
and scorning everything that had imperfections. Nearly all bright 
youngsters pass through such a period. | 

But the perfectionist is one who didn’t outgrow it. He still 
looks for a spot on the apple and rejects the whole apple because 
of one spot. He will listen to a wise and eloquent sermon and 
remember only the one word that was mispronounced. 

A troubled young soldier of this type learned wisdom from @ 
gentle old chaplain. 

“I try to have faith,” said he, “but there are so many things 
I can’t believe. Take, for instance, where it says ... ” 

“Wait a minute, son,” said the chaplain. “Why trouble your 
mind with things you can’t believe? Let's check up and see how 
much you can believe.” 

The young soldier soon discovered that he believed everything 
he needed to believe. He had been tormenting himslf with doubts 
about things that didn’t matter. 

Fault-finding is a form of self-punishment. By picking out 
things we can’t like instead of looking for things we can like, we 
make our world unpleasant though most of it is enjoyable.

Senator Fears 


Strike Bill’s— 
Power to WLB 


WASHINGTON, June 10.—( 7) 
Senator Danaher, Republican, 
Connecticut, charged in the senate 
today that a révised antistrike bill 
approved by a joint senate-house 


committee would “give the War 
‘Labor Board overriding power ac- 


tually to write labor contracts 
from one end of the country to 
another.” 

Danaher was on the committee 
but he said he would not sign its 
report. He complained that the 
amended version of the bill, which 


‘previously had passed both houses 


in different form, would freeze 
labor conditions in war plants 
where controversies threatened to 
bring about a strike and where 
the government stepped in to take 
control of the facility. 

Furthermore, he said the bill 
pointed toward government seiz- 
ure of plants and mines as the 
only alternative when there is a 
labor dispute, without providing 
machinery for settlement of such 
disputes unless majority of work- 
ers petition the War Labor Board 
(WLB). 

When Senator Connally, Demo- 
Texas, one of the authors of 
the bill, observed he thought “this 
is a majority country,” Danaher 
replied there might be many in- 
stances where a minority deserved 
the right of adjudication of its dis- 
pute with employers. 

Such an instance, he said, might 
arise if 24 machine toolmakers in 
a plant employing 1,000 persons 
found their working conditions so 
obnoxious that they felt they must 
strike.

The WLB, in its powers over 
granting wage increases, has been. 
given authority to determine such 
a minimum standard, and to raise 
wages found to be substandard in’ 
any community. 

The board has taken no action | 
in setting up such a “substandard” 
figure, but has considered nume- 
rous cases for wage increases 
where rates were under 50 cents 
an hour, or, for a 40-hour week, 
under $20 a week. All of these 
cases have been considered and 
acted upon under the “substand- 
ard” authority of the board—au- 
thority which puts the cases out- 
side control of the “Little Steel” 
formula, which limits wage in- 
creases to 15 per cent above Jan- 
uary, 1941, rates. 

While increases granted by the 
regional WLB have not all been 
up to the 50-cent-an-hour level, 
any rates under 50 cents have 
been taken under consideration 
because they were considered 
“substandard.” 

Discussing the action of the re- 
gional panels, one WLB official 
“through the actual hearing 
board is learning 
much more about the standard of 
living problem in the southeast 
than we could possibly have found 
out by surveys and statistical ef- 
fort. 

“When the full board refused to 
set an arbitrary substandard wage 
figure this spring, we did so be- 
cause we were unprepared to 
make a decision so important to 
the entire economy of the south- 
east without having more accurate 
data from which to work. Actual 
hearing of cases now has furnish- 
ed much of this data and it may 
be said that, while no arbitrary 
figure has yet been set, the board 
has arrived at 50 cents an hour 
as a practical figure from which 
to work.” 

The fact was emphasized that 
_the board panels also consider 
wage applications in brackets 


above the 50-cent mark but not 
on a substandard of living basis. |

'$20 a Week Scarce 


Learning how a person exists 
on $20 per week—the minimum 
wage indicated as acceptable by 
the War Labor Board here—prov- 


ed to be a difficult task yesterday | 
'in the downtown business area. 


As a matter of fact, after two 
hours of searching, a_ reporter 
found a couple of persons whose 
wages average about $20 per week 
or $80 per month. 

Everyone else questioned were 
of the opinion that it would be 
impossible to live decently off 


‘such a small sum, particularly a 


man or woman with dependents. 

Yet, it can be done, or rather 
the reporter found one happy-go- 
lucky bachelor bartender, whose 
weekly income is 18 bucks plus 
meals, except Sunday—that’s off 
day.

another dollar or two for meals on 
Sunday.

An adult requires daily a little more 
than %% gram of protein per pound of 
body weight while children need from 
3, to 1 gram per pound to provide for 
growth. 

Even before meat rationing many 
people who thought they were eating 
well did not get this much protein unless 
they actually planned for it. It takes 
een more planning now to reach the 
protein goal. 

In the table above are listed the pro- 
tein values of many of the foods you eat 
daily. Check to see if you are getting as 
much protein as you should have each 
day. Approximately one-half of an 
adult’s protein requirement should be in 
the form of complete proteins.

Three big cheers for Wayne, 

Where football cannot wane; 

Three hundred students play the game 
For fun—who cares for fame? 


Coach Joe Gembis, of 
Soly es a Problem Wayne University, knows 
none of the man-power problems that beset coaches at 
Creighton, Harvard, Duquesne, Florida and other schools 
that have given up intercollegiate football for the duration. 

Realizing that body contact sports are the finest 
medium for fitting boys for war, Coach Gembis 
added football when the War Department asked 
universities to step up their physical fitness pro- 
gram. It wasn’t made compulsory. Boys were al- 
lowed to pick football. A surprising number did. 
Now, Wayne won't have a squad of 300 boys next fall. 

Many of the youngsters who have taken up the game— 
they work in squads of 40 and 50 for more than an hour 

aily—will not be back. But there will be a working 
nucleus. 

For instance, Coach Gembis looks for a smoothly co- 
ordinated team as a result of the spring program, which 
continued through May. 

Explaining the program, Coach Gembis says: 

“It's just an experiment but it would amaze you 
how fast some of the kids learn football. The Army 
has said that football] and all contact sports are ex- 
cellent training, and we're proving it. 

“When Tom Harmon said his football legs saved 
his life, we had a record turnout the next day. Most 
of the fellows expect to be in some branch of the 
service before long, and we figure that this is giving 
them a good start.” 

Wayne, a Detroit university, usually plays the U. of 
Metroit and Michigan State as its top opponents. The fact 
at these schools are too good doesn’ deter Wayne. After 
all, it’s a game. They play for fun. Who cares for fame? 

And while other schools drop out of the picture, Wayne 
stil] will be very much in the forefront, playing football 
largely as a means of conditioning boys for the service

Retailers, if they buy directly from a creamery, will establish 
their ceiling prices by figuring the net cost on the largest single 
purchase made on or after June 4, and then applying a fixed markup. 

If the retailer buys directly from a primray distributor or jobber, 
his maximum selling price will be based on the largest single 
purchase made on or after June 6, to which he also adds a fixed 
markup.

“Am 1 supposed to give up a stamp for them since they were 
made outside the United States?” she asked. ; 
Yes, OPA has ruled. Although for a time certain types of shoes 
were not rationed, fhey have been put back on the ration list and 
she will have to pay for them now with a “shoepon.” 
This applies to shoes made outside the United States as well as 
those manufactured within the nation, becauge the normal sup- 
plies of shoes sold in this country are made up partially of shoes 
shipped in from other countries.

EUGENE, Ore., June 10.—(2)— 
Incendiary bombs carried by free 
balloons have been dropped on 
Oregon forests by the enemy in at- 


tempts to start fires, Lieutenant | 
Colonel James W. Fraser, member | 
of an Army party now touring log- 
sing and lumber operations in this 
area, disclosed today. 

He said the method of attack has 
been used with success in World 
War II. He did not specify the area 
of the coast where the enemy at- 
tacks were made. He said the de- | 
vice was used “in 1942.” | 

The balloons, probably released 
by enemy submarines, carry a 
cluster of incendiary bombs, timed 
to drop and explode when they are 
blown in from the sea over the 
forests.
